Among the crazy sights and smells of Brixton Market, TRACEY DAVIES 
meets author, cook and all-round Brixton darling, Rosie Lovell, for coffee 


S upping a foamy latte and immersed 
in her new recipe book, I wait for her 
to arrive. Since the Observer Food 
Monthly named her “queen of new cafe 
society”, 28 year old Rosie has become 
somewhat of a local legend, making her 
short walk to work rather a sociable one. 

Rosie’s eccentric little deli cafe has been 
firmly established here in Brixton Market 
for the past five years. Surrounded by quirky 
ethnic food shops and fresh fish stalls, it’s not 
the most conventional place for a History 
of Art graduate to settle, but to Rosie, it’s the 


perfect spot. She finally arrives all smiley and 
fresh and straightaway orders a bowl of her 
own muesli and yoghurt. With its kooky 
shelves and mismatched tables there’s real 
personality here in the deli which, dotted 
with retro curios and random photos, is best 
described as shabby chic meets Carluccio’s. 

Rosie launched her first recipe book, 
Spooning with Rosie , earlier this year. 
Impressed by this voluminous red bible, 

I ask her if it was a deep, creative yearning 
which made her want to share her recipes 
with the world. “Well, yes but it was also for 


the cash,” she says with refreshing honesty. 
“I’ve got a lot of overheads and it’s just a 
small business, so it’s never going to make 
thousands. And as I cook everyday in the 
shop, it’s only natural that I would want 
to write these recipes down.” 

However candid her reply, it seems that 
running a cafe and creating recipes is in 
Rosie’s blood. Her mum ran a successful deli 
in Knightsbridge back in the Seventies and 
her dad has a passion for writing about food. 
“My dad is super-organised,” she says. “After 
a dinner party he’d draw the table, write the 
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seating plan, where the candles were, what 
was eaten and a little note about the night. 
So we have records of every single dinner we 
ever had.” Brixton was not her first stop in 
south London: “My parents separated when 
I was 18, so I moved to London with my 
dad. Peckham was not my experience of 
London before - at boarding 
school all my friends lived 
in places like Westbourne 
Grove, so Peckham was a 
bit of a shock!” she laughs. 

“But I like it. Its got great 
shops and a brilliant little 
street market.” 

Despite the nearby attractions of 
Bellenden Road and East Dulwich, 

Rosie chose Brixton as home for her 
much-longed-for deli. “I always used to 
pass through here on the train. I would see 
Electric Avenue and those lovely painted 
signs for fabric and I just felt that there was 
something here. I always felt quite romantic 
about Brixton,” she says fondly. 

The laidback, diary-style recipes in the 
book are a glimpse into her life, from her 
days (and nights) in and around Brixton, to 
influences from her travels and recipes from 
her childhood (Yorkshire pudding with 
syrup anyone?). But what’s next for the cafe 


queen? After interest from TV companies 
and a second book deal, it seems Rosie 
is well on the way to being an edgy, south 
London Nigella. 

“I’m working out a plan for a new book, 
which is really hard to do, it’s like the 
difficult second album,” she says with a 

smile. “I’ve gone 
and given it all 
away in the first 
book, so I’ve got 
a lot of recipes 
to create for 
this one.” In 
the meantime, 
her energies are 

focused on a new pop-up shop which she’s 
launching along with partner Raf in the run 
up to Christmas. Rosie describes The No 1 
Village Bakeries as a “Christmas kitchen 
and cultural closet” which will sell funky 
Christmas gifts including Stuart Gardiner 
prints, music from Honest Jon’s and, 
of course, Rosie’s own deli hampers. 

There’ll also be daily lunches, dinners 
and “fun evening events to while away 
the long December nights”. 

With the festive season just around the 
corner, loyal Rosie is a true fan of the hustle 
and bustle of a Brixton Christmas. “I love 


Electric Avenue on Christmas Day. It’s 
actually quite busy!” Yet despite her talent 
for cooking good, homely food, the one 
meal of the year Rosie is not keen on serving 
is the traditional Christmas feast. “I get 
totally fed up of turkey as I wasn’t brought 
up with those traditions,” she remarks with 
candour. “My mum always cooked, but 
never normal Christmas stuff, we used to 
have poached salmon and roast potatoes. 
However, this year I’ll be making my new 
Christmas trifle for about 10 of us, friends 
and family.” 

You won’t find turkey curry on the menu 
this Christmas, but with Rosie at the helm 
this quirky little Brixton deli will bring 
cupcakes, lattes and eternal cheer to the 
halls of Brixton Market. •

SHANNON DENNY goes behind the scenes of the 
South London Gallery with director Margot Heller 



he origins of the South London 
Gallery (SLG) go all the way back 
to 1868, but don’t let its Victorian 
foundations fool you. The past two decades 
have seen its stature as a facility for 
contemporary art of world renown grow 
boundlessly, and these days the gallery is 
being driven onward and upward - literally 
- by director Margot Heller. 

Since taking the position in 2001, 
a significant chunk of Margot’s energies have 
gone toward an expansion plan, and now a 
year-long building project is underway that 
will transform a derelict neighbouring house 
into further exhibition areas, a cafe and a flat 
for a programme of artists’ residencies. The 
recently landscaped Fox Garden at the rear 
of the house will lead to a huge new flexible 


space - The Clore Studio - intended to 
be used for screenings, talks, events and 
activities for families and schools. When 
the £1.8million project finishes next 
summer, the gallery’s exhibition space will 
have increased by no less than 100 percent. 

Margot’s eight years in post have passed 
relatively quickly, which she says is a 
reflection of her passion for the gallery. 

“It’s a really fantastic place; I love it and 
artists love it. They love the space, they love 
the building, and the context of being in this 
residential, quite multicultural area right 
next to an art college backing onto a housing 
estate. There’s no other contemporary 
gallery in the world like that.” 

Margot explains that it was her 
predecessor, David Thorp, who really put

the South London Gallery “on the 
contemporary art map”, acquiring pieces 
by Antony Gormley, Anish Kapoor and 
Tracey Emin while staging exhibitions by 
internationally acclaimed artists ranging 
from Gilbert & George to Gavin Turk. 

Within a year of her own appointment, 
Margot had obtained a £416,000 Lottery- 
funded grant from the Arts Council to 
enable the gallery to separate from 
Southwark Council management and be 
managed by an independent board of 
trustees. In 2003 the gallery became fully 
independent and since then its staff has 
increased from four to 14. 

Today the gallery’s out-of-the-way 
location and far-reaching reputation make 
for a unique dynamic. “Our visitors are kind 
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of split between those who will come from 
Holland or Australia and the other half who 
live or work locally,” Margot explains. 

Compared to other contemporary art 
spaces, the SLG has a serious community 
focus, which is due partly to its origins as the 
South London Working Men s College and 
partly to its quirky setting. “I think its quite 
unusual to have that combination of being 
next door to an art college, with all the 
students and tutors who obviously have a 
way-above average interest in contemporary 
art, and the unusually large number of 
schools in walking distance with virtually 
no other cultural resource in the immediate 
vicinity apart from Peckham Library.” 

Margot knows the area intimately, having 
worked in a small private gallery as her first 
job following a degree in Art History from 
Sussex University. From SE5 she moved to 
the Tate, and then to Southampton City Art 
Gallery, where she rose from the position 
of assistant curator to that of director before 
the age of 30. Next she returned to London 
to work as director of exhibitions for one 
of Britain s most eminent contemporary art 
dealers, Anthony d’Offay. But given her 
preference for the public sector, relationship 
with Camberwell and deep admiration for 
what the South London Gallery had become 
under David Thorp, when the directorship 
became available she knew it was an 
opportunity too good to miss. 


“The thing about the gallery is that it 
combines this international reputation with 
this very local role. I think to manage to do 
that without compromising anything; that 
is the achievement of the gallery, that’s what 
makes it special. The building project is 
trying to knit together those different things 
- providing more things for people to do,

more reasons to come, more reasons to stay 
and more reasons to come back.” 

In her capacity as director she has curated 
numerous exhibitions including this year’s 
Beyond These Walls , an international group 
show of work prompting fresh perspectives 


on the gallery’s architecture and geographic 
context. The pieces relate to features of the 
gallery’s original 19th century building, 
including the original marquetry floor panel 
bearing the slogan “The source of art is in 
the life of a people”. Artist Ayse Erkmen 
transposed the timeless inscription on to 
the hardhats worn not only by the builders 
working on the project, but also by Margot 
when she pops in to check on progress. 

Although she’s collected quite a few 
accolades recently (she served two terms 
on the Government Art Collection 
Committee, was a judge for the 2006 
Turner Prize and was recently made a 
Chevalier des Arts et Lettres by the French 
government), she insists her proudest 
achievement is yet to come. “I think when 
the building works are complete I will 
feel a sense of achievement,” she laughs. 
“June 2010 - watch this space!” •

As we hark back to our roots, ILONA VARGA takes a look at 

Harris Tweed, a truly British brand still championing its traditional ways 


FOR HUNDREDS of centuries, the 
men of the Outer Hebrides kept out the 
damp Highland air and slicing winds with 
a soft, hardy handwoven cloth. Originally 
handspun, the fabric was hand coloured 
with natural dyes including the soft-grey 
green of the clinging lichens endemic 
to the area. 

This cloth was Harris Tweed, a proud 
British brand so committed to quality, 
it has its own Act of Parliament, stating 
that its cloth “has been hand woven 
by the islanders at their homes in the 
Outer Hebrides.” 

Tweed’s name came about by chance. 
The Scots word for it was tweele, 
as in “twill” - the cloth being woven 
in a twilled pattern rather than a plain 
one. According to HRH, The Duke of 
Windsor, in 1830 a London merchant 
received a letter from a Hawick firm 
about some tweels. He misinterpreted 
the handwriting, understanding it to 


be a trade name taken from the 
River Tweed, which flows through 
the Scottish Borders. 

Today, every 50 metres of Harris 
Tweed is inspected and stamped 
with the orb symbol. The brand also 
encompasses fine tailoring, with 



a two button, two side vent, two straight 
pocket design long considered to 
epitomise elegance. 

Made famous by Lady Dunmore 
and Queen Victoria in the 1800s, 

Harris Tweed has also been worn 
by notable celebrities such as Clint 
Eastwood in Dirty Harry, super sleuth 
Sherlock Holmes and Mount Everest 
mountaineer, George Mallory. 

Scotland’s most famous export, 

Sean Connery is, of course, a fan: 

“The greatest thing about my Harris 
Tweed jacket is that it looks brand new 
every time I take it out of the wardrobe.” 

Connery also once said: “Your 
background and environment is with 
you for life. No question about that.” 
Seems he’s not the only Scot that 
lives by the mantra. •

Eat, drink and 
be merry 

Festive flavours 

AS YOU JOG around the park to trim down for your sparkly party 
dress or roguish party shirt, use that time to mentally prepare for 
the compulsory eating and drinking ahead. 

Naturally you’ll need some top value fizz - try Cavalier Blanc 
de Blanc Brut from Oddbins (£6.49). Made exclusively from the 
Chardonnay grape, it’s light, dry and a touch lemony with an 
almond swirl and delicate mouse. So that’s us sorted on the 
bubbles front. And just for Living South readers, here’s my family 
secret for instant bonding with strangers - sneak a teaspoon of 
the refreshing and tangy Mandarin Napoleon brandy (£25.99 from 
Rye Lane off license) into each glass and the party will have started 
before the doorbell goes. 

How about a mood-altering Syrah for one of those unavoidable 
meals ahead? Californian EOS Petite Syrah 2005 from Wine Rack 
(£15.49) is a gorgeous ‘flagship’ wine from the Paso Robles region. 
It’s slightly smoky with hints of luscious berries, a tangy full body 
and plum on the nose. Another wine to stand up to the onslaught 
of festive flavours is Hardy’s Notting Hill Riesling 2006 (£6.99 from 
Rye Lane off licence). This luminous, vibrant Reisling has notes 
of lemon and dry apricots, with lime on the nose - a really pleasing 
example of this fashionable ‘retro’ wine. 

To stem the flow of festive family arguments, The Cheese Block 
is your place du jour. The Harleck Fell (£2.79 per 1 00 grams) 
is fairy-dust light, tangy and dry with a whisper of apple - lovely. 

And those who insist on something spicy, appease them with 
a wedge of Spicy Nun (£1.99 per 100 grams). Softly textured and 
laden with red chillis, it’s great fun. As top hosts you’ll also need 
emergency party provisions - try 
tapas paprika sausages (£2.45) 
and quails eggs (£2.95 for 12). 

Finally, if you need an emergency 
Christmas gift for a wine anorak 
with edge, try Oz Clark’s 250 Best 
Wines (£6.99) - it’s all in there (not 
that I’m copying). Happy Noel! •

T-BONE STEAK. Now when 
was the last time you saw that 
on the menu? OK, so you’ll find 
it on the menu of an Angus 
Steakhouse (tourist central), 
but your typical gastropub 
seems reluctant to embrace it. 
The Honor Oak, then, is not 
your typical gastropub. 

Thursday night is steak night, 
so along my friend and I went 
for a hearty dose of protein. 

We sat down with a bottle of 
Crabbie’s Original Alcoholic 
Ginger Beer each. Another rare 


find in pub land, Crabbie’s 
is a relatively new product 
struggling to muscle its way 
in amongst the Becks and 
Magners behind the bar. 

Served over ice with a slice, 
it tastes just like ginger beer, 
with the added benefit of that 
cheek-warming 4% proof. 

Now, on to the steaks. For 
£10.95 you can order any steak 
(all from local butcher, Peter 
James) with a side and a sauce. 
We ordered a T-bone with the 
purist’s favourite - a herb and 


butter sauce - and a sirloin 



with a smokey bourbon 
sauce (a little too much 
smoke, not enough 
bourbon), both medium- 
rare with triple-cooked 
wedges and a side of spinach 
(£2.50) to share. The steaks 
were good - full of flavour and 
chargrilled to pink perfection. 

Vegetarians need not flee in 
horror - alternative dishes are 
available, including salmon and 
smoked haddock pie topped 
with mash and cheese and a 


spicy chickpea burger with 
chargrilled aubergine. 

For dessert, we enjoyed 
an indulgent wedge of lemon 
cheesecake with passion fruit 
coulis and a light, fluffy, sticky 
toffee pudding. Tuesday is pie 
night-we’ll be back!

LORDSHIP LANE sports a 
generous sprinkling of Indian 
restaurants - a testament to 
how most of us love a curry. 
The newest kid on the block 
is Swadesh, which opened 
its doors in the summer. 

Located opposite Franklins, 
the venue is somewhat 
unassuming from the outside, 
but step through the door and 
the decor is warm, welcoming 
and stylish, with tables set out 
with cool crockery, cutlery 
and condiments. 


A case of style over 
substance? Not at all. A lot 
of thought has gone into the 
menu, too, with the chef 
selecting dishes to represent 
a variety of regions across India 
and Bangladesh. The good stuff 
starts as soon as you’re seated 
with the poppadoms and fresh, 
homemade chutneys. 

The menu is not too long 
to bamboozle you with 
monotonous lists of tikkas, 
masalas and biryanis, but has

and veggie dishes. 

We started with the 
Swadesh treat for two 
- a combination of lamb 
boti kebab, onion bhaji (with a 
cheeky hint of cabbage), aloo 
bora and the fantastic achari 
chicken and kasoori kebab. 

For mains, I had a yellow dal 
(lentils made into a thick paste 
with garlic, cumin and mustard 
seeds) with spinach rice. The 
dish was bursting with flavour, 
though a little strong on the 



garlic. My friend had ajeenga 
malai with succulent prawns 
marinated in spices, sauteed 
with tomatoes and onions 
and served in a creamy sauce. 

Holding off on the naan 
meant there was just enough 
room for a pistachio kulfi and 
a mango lassi - delicious!

a Our Empire is gone. We are in the third quarter of 
an official recession as the jobless swell in numbers. 

It’s food for thought isn’t it?” 

Hell’s Kitchen star Marco Pierre White delivers some 
less-than-palatable home truths as he surveys the freshly 
gilded ceilings of his Wheeler’s of St James restaurant. 

But despair not, for Marco, one of the best chefs of his 
generation - and the most notorious - has been blowing 
the trumpet for all things British for a 
very long time, and he’s not about to 
stop waving that flag. 

“I’m a massive fan of all things 
British,” says Marco. “I get my hats 
from Locks of St James, suits from 
Dougie Davis and drive a Range Rover. 

It’s a wonderful British car. 

“My man Mr Ishii does the driving. 

I only drive off-road,” he adds with a wink and a smile. 

“I love to fly the flag for Britain,” says the crack shot as 
he discusses new menus with his Head Chef at Wheelers, 
the Michelin-starred Gary Hollihead. “It’s all British food 
here. My personal favourites are potted shrimp, Gull’s Eggs, 
Eton Mess and five English ales.” 

He’s not just feeding Londoners. After a trip to Iraq last 
Christmas, Marco is heading into Helmand Province to feed 
our troops in Afghanistan on Christmas Day. A sacrifice? 
Maybe, particularly when you hear that Roman Abromavich 
extended a festive invitation to his Colorado ski chalet. 


“I don’t believe in this war but we all have a duty to 
support those out there on our behalf. I am not a political 
monster but I fight for what I believe in,” says the 48 year 
old father-of-four. “The Royal Family is great for Britain. 
Margaret Thatcher was great for Britain. I wish I could say 
the same thing about Tony Blair. Don’t get me started on 
Gordon Brown. In my view David Cameron will be the next 
Prime Minister. He has great vision for Britain. Cameron 
is The Boss and that is the way 
it should be.” 

Comparing politics to his role in 
the kitchen, Marco, who is currently 
working on a new show for ITV in 
which he takes on troubled youths 
and turns them around, says: “I am 
The Boss and no one is allowed to 
forget that. My kitchens are The French 
Foreign Legion. If you roll up your sleeves and work hard 
you will do well.” 

Does he ever take a holiday? “What is the point in flying 
off somewhere when there is so much here to discover? 

I love France and Italy, but they are not my home. I love 
the English countryside, particularly the post-war seaside 
towns like Scarborough and Whitby.” 

Perhaps we should all take a leaf out of Marco’s recipe 
book and fly the flag for Great British Life. •

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Author Raymond Chandler spent his early days 
at Dulwich College, writes AMANDA HODGES 
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happens, like red hair.” Pithily dismissing 
his significant contribution to detective 
fiction, Raymond Chandler’s self 
deprecation cannot disguise his literary 
impact, something duly recognised by his 
old school. In May 2009, commemorating 
the 50 th anniversary of his death, the Lower 
School library at Dulwich College was 
named in honour of this Old Alleynian. 

Born in Chicago in 1888, Chandlers 
parents separated when he was small. 

His uncle Ernest set up mother and son 
in Upper Norwood and the family moved 
there during Chandler’s schooldays, which 
were spent at Dulwich College. 

Aged 12 in 1900, Chandler joined as 
a day boy and found a stability previously 
elusive. Inspirational headmaster Arthur 
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any pretension or bad language. When 
Chandler later created his wise-cracking 
detective Philip Marlowe, it may have been 
a legacy of dikes’ that, despite provocation, 
Marlowe never actually swears. 

Chandler was a gifted pupil and studied 
both Moderns and Classics with ease. In the 
opening of The Big Sleep, published ini 939, 
Marlowe describes “a broad stained-glass 
panel showing a knight in dark armour 
rescuing a lady tied to a tree”, possibly 
inspired by the photo of G F Watts’ Galahad 
which adorned the library. “I stood there 
and thought that if I lived in the house 
I would sooner or later have to climb up 
there and help him,” continues Marlowe. 
“He didn’t seem to be really trying.” 

Chandler maintained that his school days 
showed him how not to write: “A 
classical education helps you 
from being fooled by 
pretentiousness which is what 
most current fiction is too full 
of”. This was firmly eschewed 
in his own fiction, the familiar 
staples of plot and sensation 
augmented by style - a typical 
example being: “he looked 
as inconspicuous as a tarantula 
on a slice of angel food”. 

Although he wrote copious 
poetry when young, Chandler 


didn’t harbour literary ambitions. After 
leaving school he studied languages and 
entered the Civil Service before becoming 
a substitute teacher at Dulwich. He was also 
vice-president of an oil company before the 
Great Depression gave him time to explore 
his true metier as a crime writer. 

Chandler wrote his first novel in late 
1938. Calling his hero after a school house 
at Dulwich, he offered an intriguing 
individual with just a hint of vulnerability: 
“Down these mean streets a man must 
go... one who is neither tarnished nor 
afraid... he must be a complete man, 
a common man and yet an unusual man.” 
Marlowe was certainly this, reflecting much 
of the author’s own character. Like fellow 
Dulwich College pupil C S Forester, who 
wrote The African Queen and created the 
memorable Hornblower, Chandler’s hero 
was a figure of fundamental integrity. 

Chandler once opined, “I have the type 
of mind that can become a pretty good 
second-rate anything and without much 
effort.” As his influence remains profound, 
many, including his distinguished alma 
mater, would certainly disagree. •

HISTORY 



HISTORY BOY 


I n their day, murders are 
sordid and tragic, but 
about 100 years later 
they can begin to don the 
cloak of mystery and the 
suspenders of titillation. 

It is a simple fact that the 
Victorians have produced 
the most satisfying murder 
mysteries of all time. 

Behind the dignified 
facades of the shopkeepers’ 
homes we still live in, some 
very odd relationships were 
forged. And if were lucky, 
these insane little 
pantomimes can climax 
in acts of mind-numbing 
depravity and sensational 
court cases. 

Edwin Bartlett was a 
wealthy grocer with shops 
in Herne Hill and East 
Dulwich. At the age of 29, 
he met 19-year-old French 
beauty Adelaide de la 
Tremouille, who looked like 
a cross between Halle Berry 
and Tracey Emin. However, 
she was not clever enough 
for Bartlett, so, immediately 
after their wedding, she was 
sent to “complete her 
education” at boarding school 
in Stoke Newington, and 
a Belgian finishing school. 

Perhaps this was the start 
of a very weird love game... 

Three years later in 1878 they finally 
moved in together over his Herne Hill 
shop at 301/303 Railton Road (destroyed 
in an air raid, it is now a building whose 
architect really deserves to be poisoned). 

From the surviving (albeit one-sided) 
accounts we have of the relationship, 
it seems clear that Edwin was a 
fully-fledged nutter. According to her 
testimony, the couple had sexual relations 
only once, which resulted in pregnancy. 
The baby died in childbirth.

Edwin’s teeth had been sawn off at the 
gums, resulting in appallingly bad breath. 
When they moved in above the Lordship 
Lane shop, his strange ideas about sex 
- and dentistry - continued to fester. 

They slept in separate rooms, probably 
with the windows open. 

The couple became friendly with 
George Dyson, a Wesleyan minister, who 
Edwin subsequently employed to instruct 
Adelaide in several subjects. She quickly 
became intimate with her tutor, and a 
maid testified that she had witnessed him 


“instructing” her several 
times; once on the floor. 

Adelaide claimed that, 
as his health deteriorated, 
Edwin had condoned the 
lovers’ intimacy. However, 
he later began to make sexual 
overtures towards her, which 
she repelled by stupefying 
him with chloroform (bought 
by Dyson). 

The relationship exploded 
while they were lodging 
at 83 Claverton Street in 
Pimlico. Early on New Year’s 
Day 1886, Adelaide woke 
neighbors with the news 
that Edwin appeared to be 
dead. She had tried to revive 
him by pouring “about 
half a pint” of brandy 
down his throat. A 
postmortem revealed 
a deadly dose of liquid 
chloroform in his stomach. 

When it came to trial, 
Adelaide was defended by the 
great barrister Edward Clarke 
QC. He argued that 
chloroform would have left 
burn marks in the mouth and 
throat, and their absence made 
it unclear how, or by whom, 
the fatal dose had been 
administered. She was found 
innocent and returned to her 
family in Orleans. The case 
against Dyson was dropped 
and he disappeared. 

Queen Victoria’s surgeon, Sir James 
Paget, quipped, “Now the case is over, 
she should tell us in the interests of 
science how she did it”. 

If Edwin had been able to tell his side 
of the story, would we have heard - from 
his foul mouth - how our nearest, and 
dentists, can fail to live up to our dreams 
and desires? •
